Her Father Receives a Letter from 
His Daughter. 


A Mysterious Missive Mailed in Indian- 
apolis Saturday.

Reticence of Col. Churchill His Card to 
the Public—The Reason of Disappearance 
Not Explained—A Three Months’ Sensation 
Set at Rest.

Two representatives of the Post-DIsPATCH, on 
receiving a hint this afternoon about 2 o’clock 
that Mary Churchill had been found, called on 
Col. Churchill at his office on Olive street, when 
the following interview occurred, On 
entering the office the Colonel 1 the 
newspaper men with. a quiet smile. “Found at 
laati” he exclaimed, as he waved in ‘bis right 
hand what at first appeared to be a sheet of dra- 
matic note paper. 

“You have a letter from your daughter,did you 
say?” interrogated one of the Post-DIsPaTcn 
representatives. 

“Yes, I received a letter this morning, 
written in her own handwriting, and signed with 
her own sicnature.” 

“Would you permit me to see the letter?“ 

“No. I could not do that. My wife objects to 
giving any publicity to the matter at all. but the aid 
which the papers have rendered me in the matter, 
and my obligations to the public, make it impera- 
tive that I should say something.” 

“Does the letter state where she is?“ 

“No. Ican say, however, that she is not in 
Missouri or Illinois. She is, however, east from 
here.” 

“What post-mark does the letter bear?” 

“Well, I could not tell youthat. I fear that if 
she were to find out that the public knew her 
whereabouts she would go somewhere else, and if 
we keep quiet she may write again.” 

“What date does the post-mark bear?“ 

“The letter was written on the 25th inst., not 
mailed until the 2th.“ . 

“Then she is on the wing?” 

“T cannot say about that. She may have sent 
it from another office to mail.” 

“Are you certain that it is her own handwrit- 
ing?“ . 

“Oh, yes, of course I am. The way she writes 
the family name and the contents of the letter 
assure ine that there can be no possible mistake.” 

“It would really do no barm to state what post- 
mark the letter bore?” perseveringly suggested 
the reporter. . 

“Well, perhaps not. It—it—dears the Indian- 
apolis mark,“ slowly answered Mr. Churchill.“ 

“And you do not Know what occupation 3 
engaged in?” ) 

“I. do not, I presume that she 1s engaged as. 
governess, Music teacher or something of the kind 
Anyhow the letter gives us a great deal of pleas 
ure.“ 

„Does she say anything about coming home?” 

“Nota word. This is the first intimation that 
we have had that she is alive. J expect another 
letter shortly.” 

Col. Churebill, on being further pressed about 
the matter, said that he had nothing more to say, 
but wished the following card to be published for 
the public: 

To THE PuUBLIC:—Alfter a suspense of three 
months I am this morning in receipt of a letter 
from my daughter, Mary Churchill, mailed from a 
distant city. 

As all of the papers all over the country 
have accorded me every facility within 
their power, and in many cases at 
great expenge in my search, notwithstanding 
the injunction imposed by my daugh- 
ter to withbold from publication the 
contents of this lettera sense of duty which I 
owe to my many friends impels me to at least 

give its purport which I herewith attach: 
October 25, 1883. 

Mr FaTuEeR—I write to let you know that Iam 

alive ang well. I am not on the the stage, as you

HER DISAPPEARANCE. 

Mary Churchill was last seen in St. Louis, so far 
as known, at about 5 p. m., S@nday, August 19th, 
standing at the gate of her parents’ residence, No. 
2737 Morgan street, look up and down the 
street, as if waiting and w ing for some one. 
Miss Churchill was dressedain a thin white lawn 
dress with black polka dot with a plain flowing 
skirt and tight sleeves. Sh@wore a small collar 
and lace kerchief about ber neck. When her 
parents arrived at home froma drive at 7 o'clock 
the young lady had disappeared. She nad taken 
no clothing whatever. Even her hats were left 
behind, On Monday night when the mysterious ab- 
sence had begun to cause the darkest forebodings, 


“Col. Churchill, the tather, invoked the ald of the 


police. A most complete deseription of the miss- 
ing girl was given. The attitein which she was 
last seen was described accurately. Sne was five 
feet three inches in height, stfaight and well de- 
veloped, notably erect in earringe, shoulders re- 
markably square, features large but handsome, 
light brown hair. blue eyes, oval face, and wore 
her hair in bangs. She would be 17 years old 
next January, but was well @atured for her age. 
The description was as full as it is possible to 
make them. The only thigg sure was that she 
had left the house through the@ rear entrance. The 
detective force, as usnal, went to work on theo- 
ries that were in no wise excused by the habits or 
training of the girl Tien the cranks 
came to the front. Mary Churehill was seen by 
all kinds of people at all kinds of places. An early 
morping ice man saw her ima back. a bus driver 
saw her on the bridge, a crazy man led the way 
to where she was buried, her throat cut trom ear 
to ear, a raliroad brakeman Saw her walking on 
the track pear Carondelet, a Grummer saw her in 
an opera chorus in an ty, the body of a 
suited u N ansas City barily Identiffed 
as her's, a woman saw ber walking ou the streets 
after nighitall hearily veiled, she was in Canada, 
she was on the stage, she was in a convent, she 
was married and living heppily with her 
husband, she was in distress in Chicago, she was 
teaching music in aa Southern city. All these 
“clews’’ and a hundred more were given and 
proved worthiess. Her description Was tele- 
graphed to every corner of the country. Her 
photographs were distributed broadcast, but 
nothing came of it. The case excited more com- 
ment than anything since the abdaction of Cbar- 
ley Ross. Every father and mother in the land 
was on the lookout for the missing daughter - of 
heart-broken parents. The detectives were baf- 
fled, Our policemen in plain clothes, called de- 
tectives, gave up the fight after a week’s saga- 
cious research in St. Louls. Then came the EI 
Paso clew.“ For nearly two weeks the identity 
of the companion-of Prof. Caldwell's flight was in 
doubt. Our zealous correspondents and amateur 
detectives, spurred on by hopes of lafge rewards, 
served to keep up the cruel delusion, At last 
the Mexico theory was exploded, and the mystery 
was deeper than ever. From day to day no tid- 
ings. Colonel Churebill, at the end of his re- 
sources, then undertook to try the effect of 
money. The reward was increased several days 
ago to $500, and now the return is in, and thou- 
sands of hearts will beat responsive to the happy 
emotion ofa mother who will soon press to her 

distracted heart a child mourmed.as dea.

Hundreds of Annamite Men, Wo. 
men and Children Slaughtered, 


Frightful Stories of the French Officials Bru- 
tality—One Hundred and Fifty Egyptian 
Soldiers Surprised and Massacred—At- 
tacked by a Lunatic in a Railroad Car— 
Cablegrams. 


PARIS, October 29.—Mail aavices show that the 
Freuen forces in encounters in the vicinity of 
Hanoi, early in September, met the Chinese regu- 
lars, who were well armed and officered, After 
a conflict of three days, during which the French 
took some of the enemy’s works, they withdrew, 
leaving Hai Phong still in the hands of the enemy, 
Some troops of the King of Anam were with the 
enemy. A letter from Saigon states that unheard-of 
crueliles were committed near Hue on the occa- 
sion of its capture by the French sailors. Ad- 
miral Courbet directed, in an offfclal order, that 
there should be no quarter given men, women or 
children. Three hundred Anamites, fleeing the 
the Bey of Thuan, were all shot. One hundred 
and fifty more, driftingin a junt without arms or 
oars, were also massacred. 

WHAT THE PARIS PRESS SAY. 

PARIS, October 29.—The Figaro bas declared 
that Admiral Courbet, at the instance of Commig- 
sioner Harmand, allowed the perpetration of such 
acts in order to terrorize the Anamites. The 
Temps denies that Admiral Courbet gave such 
orders, but admits that 1,200 of the enemy were 
slain at Thuan. 

PREPARING FOR WAR. 

Paris, October 29.—The Gaulols says that in 
view or the contingenev of war between France 
and China, several French ſronclads have been 

rdered to be put in readiness to reinforce the 
French squadron in Chinese waters. 


Ireland. 

DUBLIN, October 29.— There was no public 
meeting of the National League anywhere in Ire- 
land yesterday, the Government forbiading them. 
Some disorders occurred at Castie Ly8n, County 
Cork, where the police with fixed bayonets 
charged upon a procession, breaking it up com- 
pletely, and capturing the banners and musical 
instruments. When the military and police'with- 
drew, however, a meeting was held; and thus the 
object of the Leaguers was effected. 

IRISHMEN WARNED. 

DUBLIN, October 29.—The Freeman’s Journal 
declares that the Government circular Just issued 
contains suggestions to the Irish Emigration 
Committee, proposing the wholesale sbipment of 
Irish people to Canada. Every facility will be of- 
fered the boards of guardians and clerks of unions 
to promote emicration, 
will be sent. Large contracts will be made with 
the shipping companies for the conveyance of the 
emigrants. The Canadian Goveraoment is a party 
to the scheme. against which the Freeman's Jour- 
nal warus all Irishmen. 


England. 

LONDON, October 29.—Despite the disapproval 
of Derby, Colonial Minister, of cxplorations in 
New Guimea, the projectors will proceed. Their

A limited number 
ot invitations had been sent out to prominent gen- 
tlemen and their families, irrespective of their 
creed or religious sentiments. Monsignor Capel is 
a very liberal Catholic, and while firm in bis belief 
that the Roman Catholic is the only true church, 
nevertheless he is not so bigoted as to for- 
get the respect due to others who differ 
with him on dogmatic questions. Those of other 
denominations who had the pleasure of meeting 
him yesterday were more than favorably un- 

ressed. They were delighted with his cordifai- 
ty and the extremely pleasant manner with 
which he conversed with them on various topics. 
It is a mistake to suppose that the reverend gen- 
tleman is conversant only with religious affairs. 
There is scarcely any tupic of conversation 
broached of which he is not more or less familiar 
and on which he can throw some light in a 
learned and original manner, His 
force of character and personal magnetism 
are apparent toall who meet him. During his 
visitto this country he has been entertained 
mostly at private residences. Hls extreme Über- 
ality was shown in this connection by his stop- 
ping while in Boston at the house of a Protestant 

entleman. A number of those invited to call on

What the Recent Decision Means—Pro- 
fessional Poker Must Go—List of Poker 
Houses. 


The public poker-rooms have been pretty well 
closed up by the order of Chief of Police Taaffe 
given the same day Judge Noonan delivered his 
opivion in the Donnelly case, declaring the carry- 
ing on of a house for poker-piaying afelony. The 
proprietors of these places have nearly ali been 
notified.

A how! of anguish has gone up from the pro 
prietors of poker-rooms and from poker players, 
and a vigorous fight may be expected. Donnelly 
Will appeal his case until the last court decides 
against him or until he secures a decision that 
poker is a game of science and not of chance. But 
even if he secures such a decision, competent au- 
thorities say he will not be exempt from punish- 
ment. Theastatutes upon which Judge Noonan’s 
decision is based do not provide for punishment 
against those who play or operate games of 
chance so much as it does against those who play 
cards for money or for valuable consideration. A 
great deal of curiosity exists as to the effect 
of Judge Noonaun’s dectsion upon private games 
of poker, or games carried on at club houses. In 
order to satisfy this curiosity a Post-DispatcnH 
reporter addressed himself to Judge Noonan 
when that gentlem an descended from the benen

“What effect. Judge, will your decision in the 
Donnelly case have upon poker playing in club- 
rooms or private houses?“ 

“The decisien is intended to cover professional 
ames,” said the Judge. The laws ofthe State 
orbid any card playing for money; they make 

playing of cards for money a. misdemeanor, 
und under them you and and every- 
body the city are open to the 
charge of misdemeanor. There are 
about sixteen different laws on the Statutes in 
relation to that.

upon him and urged him to accept, but that ho 
declined, on the ground that bustiess considera- 
tions would prevent bis giving full attention to 
the duties of the office. D. Robert Barclay, Fred- 
Mek B. Homes, George D. Fisher, who was 
formerly an officer of. the Security Bank, and 
John Fowler, of Malin, Fowler & Co., are 
also” mentioned in connection with the place, 
but the matter bas not gone so far that the post- 
tion has been offered to any of them. Those who 
are on the inside believe and say that the Gov- 
ernor is willing to do the right thing at last, and 
wat he has intimated thathe will select a man 
who will agree to vote to put Campbell back Into 
the Chieftaincy.

ANOTHER SUICIDE, 


John Meier, An Aged German, Blows His 
Head Off With a Guan. 

John Meter, an old German, who has been em- 
ployed by James Hardy as an hostler, departed 
this life lastevening in a sudden but extremely 
volent manner. Mr. Meier was described by the 
well-known slop contractor as “an odd, excit- 
able, noisy man, a regular crank. He was a good 
worker, but very excitable, noisy and quarrel- 
some.“ The suicide took place in Mr. Hardy’s 
stable, which is in the rear of his residence, 325 
Ewing avenue, some time last night. The body 
was discovered about half past five o'clock this 
morning by a colored man, who 
went to the stable to awaken Meter. 
He found Meier lying on his bed im the loit, with 
arifie resting on mis body, the muzzie abont six 
jnches below the chin. The bed was covered with 
blood, and half of Meler’s head was shot away. 
the fragments decorating the floor, the bed and 
the wall. Meier had lain down, placed the gun 
between his knees. with the muzzle along the 
threat and under the chin, and managed in some 
Way to discharge it. Fritz Meter, son of the de- 
ceased, Made the ftoliowing statement ubout the 
affair: 

The last time I saw father was yesterday after- 
noon about three o’clock. He handed me forty- 
three dollars and ffty cents iu money. and told 
me to take it to my mother, ard to siay with ber. 
He had the gun in his hand, then, whicu he killed 
himself with. Early this morning | heard a gun 
go off ana 1 was scared. I did not Know what it 
Was until a colored man came to the deur and 
asked me where my father was. I told bim I 


* didn’t Kno, and then he took a lantern and went 


out to the stable. When he came back he’ tola 
me that my father had shot himself. 1 don't know 
hat he kiiled himself for.“ Coroner Nidelet held 
in inquest on the remains this morning and re- 
rned a verdict, the effect that Meier came to his 
eath from the effects of a gunshot wound in the 
ead, made by a ball firea trom a gun in his owu 
suicide.

The Markets. 
FORENOON SESSION, CLOSING AT 1 P. M. 

It is believed that a considerable amount of the 
eash, wheat in St. Louis, Chicago, New York and 
Baltimore is now being curried by main strength; 
that is, the parties who had been carrying®*most of 
the stock of wheat in these markets on differ- 
ences between months that paid the carrying 
charges, made up their minds the cash wheat was 
low enough. They consequently bought in their 
long and sold out their short contracts and 
are now holding the cash stuff pat.“ The con- 
sumption et wheat in France is said to be about 
nine bushels per capita, in Great Britain and 
Belgium nearlv six bushels and in Holland five 
bushels.——A special London cable of October 
28, to the Globe-Democrat, on the situation in 
grain says: “There does not seem to be many 
firms in @ weak state in London, but in the 
provinces, particularly in Liverpool, matters are 
very bad, Liverpool banks for a long time past 
have been increasing their advances to grain 
speculators. As a result they now hold 
enormous quantities of wheat which they are 


unable te sell except at a loss. Itis said that at 
least a dozen firms of considerable standing are 
B cleaned out. The banks, therefore, 
uve nothing between them and their losses, 
which must ultimately be realized if prices do 
not advance. Happily most of them are tolera- 
bly strong in wealthy shareholders of large re- 
sources, Who can endure considerable losses with- 
out danger of their stability. Still the fact that 
weak — — of this description exist bere ang 
there throughout the country has a very depress- 
ing effect upon the market generally. Specula- 
tion is practically killed because men are afraid 
they may be caught by asudden and unlooked- 
for catastrophe. There is a feeling that the grain 
market max drag over the remainder of the year. 
At any rate it is quite possible that taifares 
may continue to vccur between now and 
Christmas.” The story which has been circulat- 
ed that 300 vessels were chartered to load with 
wheat at Black sea ports when followed out 
shows as follows: The capacity of the vessels en- 
gaged in the Black sea trade is said to average 
6,000 quarters, or a total of 1,800,000 quarters, 
egual to 14,000,000 bushels. The average exports 
of wheat from Black sea ports are about 24.000. 
000, so that the tonnage reported to be chartered 
would take out in three months one-half the yearly 
exports. As the Russian wheat crop is reported 
to pe 54,000,000 short Of an average, where is the 
wheat coming from to fill these vessels? (New 
YorK Mall and Express.)}——S. Dreyfus & Co., of 
New York, wire Fath, Ewald & Co.: “Marseilles 
and Paris cables just received say wheat is very 
depressed.

GARROTING UTAH. 

The Utah Commissioners have had a long 
interview with the President, and it is an- 
nounced that, while they have not yet agreed 
as to all their recommendations, they will 
insist, as Gov. Murray does, that Polyg- 
amy can be suppressed only by abolishing 
all the franchises of local self-government in 
Utah. The disfranchisement of 15,000 
polygamists by the Edmunds Act has not 
in the least impaired the political power of 
the Mormon Church to defy the authority 
aud nullify the laws of the United States. 
Therefore it is proposed to strip the church 
of all political power by disfranchising 
polygamists and monogamists, Mormons and 
Gentiles, and subjecting Utah to the direct 
control of Congress, or ofa commission ap- 
pointed by the Presiden? and confirmed by: 
the Senate, somewhat as the District of 
Columbia is now governed. 
The people of the United States ought to 
look with distrust upon every resort toa 
policy of disfranchisement. It has been 
productive of evil, and evil only, wherever it 
has been tried in this country. It is a con- 
tradiction of the fundamental principles of 
our system of government. The disfran- 
chisement of every resident of the Territory 
will prove as futile as the aisfranchisement 
of the 15,000 actual polygamists. It was not 
their voting which nullified the law of Con- 
gress against Polygamy; it was the failure 
of the Federal Government to provide proper 
means for the enforcement of its own law. 
As a matter of fact its enforcement from tne 
date of its enactment until very recently 
has been entrusted to the polygamists 
themselves, and Congress has approved 
or permitted just such Territoria! 
legislation as was needed to nullify the law 
against polygamy. It is in the power of 
Congress to veto all such legisiation and to 
provide ample means for the suppression of 
polygamy without restricting the local self- 
government of Utahin any other respect. 
Territorial statutes relating to highways, 
municipalities, ordinary police regulations 
and business affairs have no necessary con- 
neetion with the enforcement of a United 
States law against polygamy. Congress is 
practically omnipotent in the Territories 
and can provide all the means necessary to 
suppress polygamy therein, without depriv- 
ing the people of the privilege of local self. 
government in other respects. Without dis- 
franchising anybody, it can define the crime 
and prescribe the proofs and methods of. 
trial, so that no guilty man can escape. It 
can put the enforcement of the law in the 
hands of judges, officers and juries wholly 
independent of Mormon influence, temporal 
or spiritual. If the juries of the vicinage are 
so subject to that influence that they cannot 
be trusted, Congress can provide for the trial! 
of Utah polygamy cases in the United States 
Courts of Nevada, Colorado or.California, 
thus insuring conviction and punishment 
whenever there is sufficient proof of gullt. 

On the other hand. disfranchisement wil! 
not make Mormon juries any more inclined 
to convict their polygamous brethren than 
they are now. When it is proposed to destroy 
all local self-government in Utah, and at 
the same time leave the enforcement of the 
law against polygamy to Mormon juries, 
there is reason to suspect that there is some- 
thing besides the suppression of polygamy 
in view. There is abundant reason, in fact, 
to suspect that the scheme is to tie the hands 
of all the residents while a ting of commis- 
sioners and carpet-baggers+ wb the people, 
load them down with local debts and gobble 
up all the best property, including mines and 
mineral lands, in the Territory.

CHEMICAL ENGINES, 


Opposition of the Fire Chiefs to the Salvage 
Corus. 

The National Convention of Fire Engineers 
closed its session in New Orleans on Saturday 
niglit, after having enjoyed the hospitality of the 
citizens of the Crescent City. and engaged ina 
general discussion of the subject of fre fighting. 
They paid considerable attention to the insurance 
men, and the advisability of keeping them be- 
youd the fire lines was debated, but not deter- 
mined upon. The last action taken was the 
adoption of a report protesiiug against the use 
of chemical engines and other so-called fire ex- 
tinguishers, by patrols or salvage corps main- 
tained by boards of underwriters, and declaring 
that all apparatus for the extinguishment of fire 


shall be under control of the Chief of the Fire De- 
partment. A resvluiion was passed unuer the 
terms of which each chief, upou tis return to his 
city, is required to formally ask the municipal au- 
thorities to pass an ordinance probibiting the use 
of machines operated bythe underwriters. This 
opposition to a most valuable coutiugent of the 
Fire Department is most inexplicable. Here iu 
St. Louis the underwriters maintain a salvage 
corps—fire patrols Wey are called elsewhere—at 
an annual expense of 613,000. The men compos- 
ing it are the very flower of fire figbters, 
and under the aplendi discipline of Capt. 
Evaus iney render services in the way 
of extinguisning fires in their meipieney, and sav- 
ing goods.fyom the’ next most destructive element, 
water, by their scientifie use of rubber cuvers. 
which are worth fully $100,000 a year to the iasur- 
ance companies. 

After casual conversations with representatives 
of ihe houses of Jonn T. Divis, Wm. Barr & Co., 
Rainwater & Boogner, Aimbrougi & Scott, Crow, 
Hargadine & Co., D u. Brown & Co., and other 
leading Wholesale merchants this morning,a Post- 
DISPATCH reporter gathered the information that 
any attempt upon behail of the nuuieipal author- 
Nies to in any way hamper the Opera- 
tions of the salvage etorps would meet 
with a most determined protest apa 
resistance from the entire commercial communal: 
Ly. “| cannot imagine what this 9 
means.“ Sad Major Ramu water. Why. | saw my- 
self, at the time of the fire across the street tn the 
Haggerty auction house, over $25,000 worth of 
hats and caps saved by the crew of the salvage 
corps.” 

Geo. T. Cram, President of the Salvage Corps, 
spoke for the underwriters, when be said: “I 
have just read about the extraordinary action of 
the fire chiefs, It iddks to me as simply a Mar up- 
on the chemieal engines. The fire chiefs want 
the privilege of throwing all the water they can 
und in the mains and reservoirs, anc look With 
jeaious eyes upon anyliing that is calcuhited to 
curtail the tow. On our Salvage wagod two small 
chemical extiuguishers are carried. I could cite 
adezen instances, Where our Wagon gut ob the 

round first, and extinguished what might have 

cn hundred thousand dollar fires, while the 
regular fire apparatus Was gelling in position. 
A fire wroke out in the upper floor of Marcus 
Wolff's buflding one day, which gur boys extin- 
guished Wilh a Babeock. Before a line of nose 
could have been carried” upto that floor, the 
wheie topot the building would have been 
burned off. The fire chiefs do not savy anything 
about prvhibiiing us from spreading covers, and 
i suppose they want to confine us to that alone, 
lam a strong advocate of chemical extinguisuers, 
und Ido not Bee why the lar@e one owned by the 
department is Kept down under the hill at 
Fifth aud Almond streets. It oucht to be central- 
ly located, and be drawn by the two best horses 
in ihe department. It would save many tuon- 
sands of dollars annually. Anger matter that 
ought to be Constantly agitited is the building of 
afine engine-huouse, TO Accummudate tWu steam- 
ers, a chemical enge and a ladder truck, au the 
bridge suuare, where they could at any tune be 
thrown right into the business portion of the city. 
In fact, we are looking out for a location in that 
vicinity ourselves.“
